Through respect for “ Miss Ola,” 
the Com anche schools were dis­ 
missed during the funeral services.

Reported Here

One definite case of hog chol­ 
era ha« been diagnosed in the 
county by a competent veterin­ 
arian. A number of other acute 
losses have been reported, and 
several of these show some of 
the symptoms of cholera. Several 
losses have been attributed to in­ 
ternal parasites. 
It la necessary that other far­ 
mers take extreme rare during the 
next few weeks, or they themselves 
will suffer widespread losses Dur­ 
ing the winter it is possible for 
hog cholera virus to remain ac­ 
tive In the soil for several weeks. 
Farmers can practice two things 
during the next feew weeks which 
will help to curb this disease and 


other troubles. 
First, they should practice rigid 
sanitation. Trouble will be invit­ 
ed by bringing new hog- into the 
herd unless something is known 
of the source. There is danger of 
picking up the infection in visits 
to other hog surroundings. A clean 
farrowing place should be provid- 
I ed sows and gilts. It might b e 1 
well to worm unthrifty pigs. 
Second, the golden rule should 
be put In practice by letting neigh­ 
bors and others know of a sus­ 
pected outbreak. Often times this 
might allow sufficient steps to be 
aken to prevent similar losses. 
Farmers should carefully consi­ 
der the problem of vaccinating 
before doing it. If permanent im­ 
munity is desired, the live and 
active virus is given along with 
the serum. This virus should be 
handled Just as carefully as the 
disease itself, because in this type 
of vaccination the hogs really 
have a mild case of hog cholera. 
If temporary Immunity and pro­ 
tection is desired, the serum alone 
is given. There is danger in vac­ 
cinating. unthrifty hogs with the 
virus as often times an outbreax 
is brought about in so doing.
